In regard to the recent negotia- 
tions between the Natlonal and 
Brilish Governments concerning the 
retrocession of Weihalwei, a’ res- 
‘ponsible official of the Foreign Office .

“The -neyotiationa regarding the 
retroceasion of Welhalwel between 
the former Peking Government and 
the British Government resulted in 
the conclusion of a draft treaty In 
1924 wheh included -29 articles and 
several appendices, This draft 
treaty was to have been‘signed on 
November 28,1924. On account of 
unexpected political changes, how- 
ever, the formal signature of the 
treaty did not ‘take’ place and the 
matter has been in abeyance for 
several years.: } ; 

“Dr. C. T. Wang, Minister for 
Forelgn Affairs, recently brought 
the question up again’ and held 
several donferences with Sir Milea 
Lampson, British Minister to China, 
when the latter.was in the Chinesa 
Capltal. According to the original 
drift treaty concluded between the 
former Peklig Government and the 
British authorities, Weihalwel was 
to’ be made a’ commercial harbour 
and Liukungtao, a small island, 
north-east of Welhalwel, was to ba 
used a8 a Bummer resort for British 
naval forces’ for a period of ten 
years. A continuation of the Icase 
cannot be rejected, according to the 
terms of the draft treaty, unless the 
Chinese Government has justifiable 
grounds for such action. ‘° 

“Dr. Wang proposed: that: the 
original draft treaty be, reviaed on 
the ground that'it wag. the plan of 
the National Government to use 
Weihaiwel as a naval base, Sir 
Miles accordingly submitted a re- 
port of his conferences with Dr. 
Wang to his home government and 
is awaiting further instructions 
from London before he,can proceed
